The Democratic Mead Centres Mad at 
the Mimiaters, Miuch Disheartened, 
and Generally Piayed Out. : 

From early morn. until long after sunset 
the Democratic gang crowded around head- 
quarters earnestly discussing the general 
outlook for the morrow’s election in an ex- 
cited manner. All day long the east side of 
State street, from Monroe to Adams, was so 
densely crowded as to make it almost im- 
passable. There were gathered together in 
groups of from fourto ten such men as can 
be daily seen in the police courts of the city, 
and whose faces have long since beem gath- 
ered into the rogues’ gallery collection at the 
Central Police Station. Among others who 
came around at intervals was that’ notorious 
character, * Billy” Whelan, who was spend- 
ing money freely among the frater- 
nity of which he is a prominent 
member, and who make his place on 
Monroe street a srt of headquarters 
He was working hard for Harrison, and 
many a oan and pickpocket drank at his 
expense, t was at first supposed that 
** Billy” was simply electioneering for the 
Harrison ticket, but later in the day it be- 
came known that he was announcing him- 
seif as a candidate for Alderman in the First 
Ward. 

ALDERMANIC. 

In the Fourteenth Ward Andrew Kurr is 
making strenuous efforts to beat Stubbe, and 
his friends were busy yesterday scattering 
tickets oe his name. Stubbe is likewise 
making a hard fight, with pretty good pros- 


pects. 
Hubka, the Independent Democratic candi- 
date in the Sixth Ward, is a Pole, and is 
spending his money freely among his 
countrymen, who will probably polla large 
vote in his favor. 

Jere Flynn and James Lynch are both 
struggling for the Aldermanic honors of tue 
Eighth Ward, both standing a good chance of 
beur defeated. 

In the Fifteenth the Democrats have two 
candidates, but both of them will probably 
be seratched considerably in favor of Will- 
iam Eisfeldt, who appears to be very popu- 
lar with both parties. 

This will likewise be the case in the 
Eighteenth, although Ruddy and Jonas are 
wrestling hard with the voters: but Jonas’ 
opponents claim that he is too well known 
throughout the ward to poll a very heavy 
vote, even from those whom he claims as 
his best fends.

The terrible scoring given the Harrison 
Administration in the churches Sunday, and 
published in yesterday morning’s [RripuNnE, 
caused considerable excitement and no end 
of comment—one of the ringleaders saying 
that, now that the churches had taken the 
matter in hand, Harrison’s defeat was almost 
certain. In fact, the more prominent Demo- 
crats, who have intelligence enough to take 
a clear, matter-of-fact view of the subject, 
were not boasting yesterday over the large 
majority that Harrison would have, but were 
perfectly willing to.concede that it was 
“ slightly mixed.” 

SO TIRED. 

Joe Mackin’s unshaven face bore a troubled 
expression, and he had a tired, worn-out ap- 
pearance, despite his efforts to appear happy 
and agreeable. He stated to a reporter that 
he had searcely slept a wink for over a week, 
and his bloodshot eyes and restless manner 
were evidence of the truth of his words.

MACKIN’S LIEUTENANTS. 

These lieutenants of Mackin’s are a tough 
looking crowd as a whole. Mackin had them 
in training all day regarding their duties at 
the polls. Assoon as darkness had settled 
over the city ‘these lieutenants became un- 
easy and expressed a desire to go to * work.”’ 
Not wishing to interfer. with their “ legiti- 
mate business,” their General told them they 
might go, but to be on hand at 4 o’clock in 
the morning. 

CANDIDATES SCARCE. 

As arule, the candidates did not appear at 
headquarters very often, as most of them 
were actively engaged in canvassing their 
wards and working up their interests. 
Dunphy did not putin an appearance at ail; 
and the same can be said of Neumeister, al- 
though they were both the subject of consid- 
erable comment. The Democrats have given 
both of them up as lost, and are willing to 
admit thatthe chances of either for beng 
elected are decidedly slim. 

LOAFERS. 

The gang of bummers and chronic loafers 
who, on other occasions, are never known to 
have a cent, were weil supplied with money 
yesterday and managed to get as drunk as 
usual. For the first time since the den was 
opened the police made their appearance, 
but not for the purpose of making arrests, 
although they probably carried descriptions 
ig their pockets of many of those who were 
pledent. Scveral members of the Fire De- 
partment were also there, well supplied with 
money, and late in the afternoon a regiment 
of street-cleaners marched up the street en 
route to the City-Hall, 

AT NIGHT. 

Last night the headquarters were deserted. 
But a few of the workers congregated in the 
jobby of the Paimer House, and the commit- 
tee held their final secret session in Room L5. 
Nothing aaditional was to be learned beyond 
the fact that they had organized their forces 
with the utumest care, and intended making a 
hard fight.

Monroe Heath vs. Carter Harriso~. 

CnicaGeo, Aprii 2.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—When Mayor Heath assuwed the 
Mayoralty in August, 1876, he was confronted 
with an array of outstanding certificates of in- 


——_—————— 


debtedness issued by and fora previous Ad- 
ministration am@unting to upwards of 
$3,000,000, many of which were past due and 
under protest. There was-aiso a floating in- 
debtedness of some $1,000,000; the city em- 
ployés had not been paid for some tour or 
five months; there was no available money 


_ in the City Treasury; a large proportion of 


the uncollected taxes had been declared il- 
lezally levied, and a general feeling of doubt 
and uneertainty existed in the minds of 
many people not alone in our own eity, but 
in financial circles at the East, as to how and 
when Chicago’s credit and fair name could 
be restored. 

Mayor Heath, ably assisted and encouraged 
by the business-men in the “ Reform Coun- 
cil,” took the impregnable position that only 


. bv a sweeping reduction of expenses, living 


not only within the city’s income, but creat- 
ing a reserve fund or capital with which the 
municipal expenses could be met before the 
succeeding yearly taxes could be collected, 
could the desired end be reached. 
This course was pursued and the city’s 
credit restored. But owing to the length of 
time required unger the tax Jaws the actual 
appreciable cash benefits or surplus did not 
commence to flow into the Treasury until 
the fall of 1878 and spring of 1879, when 
Mayor Heath retired from office, leaving 
tue realization of the benefits of retrench- 
ment to his successor, enabling him to run 
during the last three years jargely on the 
capital created by the Heath Administration. 
‘There were also mafty legal questions set- 
tled by the Supreme Court during the Heath 
Adwinistration, indicating the manner in 
which only could the City Government be 
run. The Back-Tax act of 1877 had been de- 
clared constitutional, by which some $1,500,- 
0u0 of city taxes of 187374, theretofore uncol- 
lected, were to be brought in during Mayor 
Harrison’s term, and most of which we are 
informed have been collected. The David 
A. Gage bond case was also brought to asuc- 
cessful issue by Mayor Heath’s Administra- 
tion. When Monroe Heath left the Mayoralty 
the floating debt was entirely extinguished 
except some $260,0° of the oid certificates; 
the litigation had effectually marked out the 
course to be traveled; the $1,500,000 back taxes 
were in process of collection; the city was in 
excellent credit; good times had returned 
and have since continued; the taxes are 
scarcely contested at all, and there is but one 
course which can legally be pursued. But 
how much has Mayor Harrison saved to the 
city in the way of unexpended balances? 
Has he not spent every dollar he could un- 
der the law? Does he not levy to the ex- 
treme limit of the 2 per cent and then expend 
it all? ONE Wuo Knows.

SUBURBAN. 


The Contest in Hyde Park—Reform and 


Anti-Reform. 

Today the citizens of Hyde Park elect 
three Trustees, a Clerk, Assessor, Collector, 
and Supervisor. The three Trystees to be 
elected succeed F. W. Johnston, Capt. Berry, 
and Samuel Pullman. No previous election 
in the history of the village has been of such 
vital importance to *the village itself and the 
welfare of its tax-paying residents. Under 
the Administration of the present Board of 
Trustees, which has been divided against 
itself by a standing vote of *4 to2 on impor- 
tant subjects, the viliage has been brought 
from a high state of vrousperity to banuk- 
ruptey. Coming into office with the sum of 
$60,000 in round numbers in the general 
funds to its credit, and levying an an- 
nual appropriation of $116,000 for the general 
expenses of the year, it has expended the 
sum handed over to it by its predecessors, 
exceeded its appropriation by $100,000 in 
round numbers, and hands over to the suc- 
ceeding board some $17,000 of availabie 
funds, against which there is believed to be 
an equal if not greater amount of outstanding 
liabiiities. In addition it has anticipated its 
revenues by drawing warrants against the 
tax levy of 1882 to the amount of 325,000 in 
round numbers. It has granted franchises 
of the utmost value and importance to cor- 
porations, which were to all intents and pur- 
poses fraudulent in that they were organized 
for the express purpose of obtainme and 
holding tor the purpose of sale, tw the ex- 
clusion of genuine enterprises undertaken 
by responsibie capitalists, the franchises so 
obtained, 

The present election campaign is a direct 
conflict between reform ana anti-reform. 
The question simply is, Shall the taxpayers of 
Hyde Park be plundered by the servants 
whom they elect to manage their interests, 
and whom they pay for such services, or 
shall the administration of the Village Gov- 
ernment be conducted on strict business 
principles, with an honest and watchful care 
over the interests of its people ? 

The nominees on the reform ticket are 
George A. Follansbee, attorney-atlaw, A!- 
vin C, Mason, of the foundry firm of Mason 
& Davis, and Alexander h. Beck, jumber 
merchant, for Trustees; E. W. Henricics, the 
present incumbent of the office, for Clerk; 
George H. Waite, the present incumbent. for 
Collector; Hugh Maher, the present incum- 
bent, for Assessor; and E. ‘T. Brooktield tor 
Supervisor. | 

Opposed to this ticket is the anti-reform 
ticket, on which T. W. Johnstone, Samuel 
Pullman, and Hugo Boos are the nominees 
for Trustees, W. M. Taylor for Clerk, James 
G. Hamilton for Collector, James Beynor for 
Supervisor, and Hugh Maher for Assessor. 
Uf the candidates fur Trustees, ‘I. W. John- 
stone and Samuel Pullman are members of 
the preseut board and candidates for reé@lec- 
tion. ‘They have been consistent members of 
the majority of fourin the board. The ring 
men are bending all their energies to the 
election of Johnstone at the expense even of 
the rest of their ticket. If they succeed in 
electing him, or any one of the three eandi- 
dates for Trustees, there will be next year a 
tie vote in the board,as two of the ring 
Trustees, Webster and Goodrich, hold over. 
If the law-abiding and respectable residents 
of the village turn out and do their duty to- 
day a year’s administration of good govern- 
ment and strict economy will put the village 
again upon its feet and restore its credit to 
its former excellent standing,

THE VACANT OFFICE. 

WISCONSIN MAKING A BREAK FOR IT. 
WasuInGTon, D. C,, April 2.—|Special.]— 
A delegation has arrived here from Wiscon- 
sin to-recommend the appointment as Post- 
master-General of Col, James H. Howe, of 
Kenosha, the nephew of Judge Howe, at 
whose residence the latter died. The dele- 
gation consists of /Senators Cameron and 
Sawyer, of Wisconsin; Edward Sanderson, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee; 
Horace Rublee, editor of the Milwaukee Re- 
publican; and Jesse Spalding, Collector of 
Customs at Chicago. The delegation saw 
the President today, and will endeavor to 
have another interview tomorrow. They 
say that Col. James H. Howe is very well 
known throughout the Northwest, but 
has not a National reputation. He was 
Colonel of a Wisconsin regiment, a Judge 
after the War, and then for many years the 
General Solicitor of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad. He is a lawyer of very 
fine ability and a man of very marked execu- 
tive capacity. He is an accomplished and 
successful business man, and would un- 
doubtedly make a very excellent Postmaster- 
General so far as the administration of the 
office goes. Whether his business tralning 
would make him an acceptable perseun to 
politicians would have to be _ deter- 
mined. ‘The second choice of some of 
this delegation is said to be #rank 
Hatton. A considerable portion of the 
Wisconsin delegation in Congress, together 
with those who have already been men- 
tioned, telegraphed to the President last Fri- 
day that Col. Howe would be their candi- 
date. Gov. Fairchild does not seem to have 
received their support, although he is sup- 
ported by some of the Congressmen. The 
delegation which called upon the President 
today obtained no information, except that 
he was considering the subject and would 
give their suggestions attention. ‘The Presi- 
dent left the impression, however, upon 
them that he should speedily decide, and 
they understand from Cabinet officers that it 
is the purpose of the President to make the 
decision before leaving for Florida, if possi- 
ble, or, at the latest, within ten days from 
Wednesday. He Dee sag them that he 

should leave for the South on Wednesday. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S DECISION. 
Wasnineton, D.C., April 2.—The opinion 
of the Attorney-General upon the question 
whether the President can fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral by temporary appointment for a longer 
period than ten daysis said at the White 
liouse to be substantially identical with the 
opinion of Attorney-Geveral Devens in the 
case Where the oflice of the Secretary of the 
Navy became vacantin iss2. In that opin- 
ion Mr. Devens heid that the period for 


which the vacancy can be filled by designa-.

SUPREME COURT. 
THE SAVANNAH CASE. 

WaAsnInctrosn, D. C., April 2.—In the Su- 
preme Court today a decision wus rendered 
in the bond case of the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City of Savannah, Ga., against Eu- 
gene Kelly, which was a suit to enfurce the 
guarantee of the city indorsed upon a series 
of bonds of the Savannah, Albany & Gulf 
Railroad in 1859. The court holds that the 
act of the State Legislature of 1858 author- 
ized the guarantee made by the City of Sa- 
vannah upon the bonds of the railroad com- 
pany, and that it constitutes a valid and sub- 
sisting liability. ‘The judgement of tue Cir- 
cuit Court is therefore affirmed. 

ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The Chief Justice announced to the bar 
this afternoon that the United States Su- 
preme Court would discontinue the hearing 
of arguments April 27, and would adjourn 
for the‘term May 7.

TAX CASES, 

A decision was also rendered by the court 
today in the tax case of the Memphis & 
Charleston Railroad Company against the 
United States, brought here upon a writ of 
error from the United States Circuit Court 
for the Western District of Tennessee. This 
was a suit instituted by the United States to 
recover taxes aileced to be due from the 
company under the revenue acts of 1562, 
1864, anu 1866, on account of interest coupons 
and dividends paid between July 1, 18@2, 
and Jan. 1, 1866. ‘The judgment of the 
Cirenit Court is reversed and _ the 
cause remanded for such further 
proceedings, not inconsistent with the opin- 
ion of this court, as justice may require. 
Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 

A decision was also rendered today in an- 
other case affecting this same railroad—viz. : 
‘The Memphis & Charleston Railroad Com- 
pany against the State of Alabama for the 
use of Jackson County. The decree of the 
Circuit Court is affirmed. Opinion by Jus- 
tice Gray. 

THE MISSOUPI BANK. 

Decisions were also rendered by the court 
today in the Missouri Bank cases, a series of 
criminal suits brought in the nanre of the 
United States against some of the ofticers 
amd Directors of the National Bank of Mis- 
souril for alleged fraudulent wmisappropria- 
tion of the funds of ‘that institution. The 
cases, which all come up on demurrer to in- 
dictments, are as follows:

THE STAR ROUTES. 
THE GIST OF DORSEY’S EVIDENCR. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., A pril*2.—[Special.]— 
Some one who at some time has had the cus- 
tody of the letter-books of Dorsey has been 
of the opinion that they contained matter 


that would not be advantageous to put in, 


print or to submit to a Congressional investi- 
gation. 1, has come out in the evidence 
already that at least 600 pages of Dorsey’s 
letter-books have been torn out, and Col, 
Ingersoll declares in court that the books 
shall not be produced, “no matter if they 
contain only poetry about spring.” These 
books would certainly be curious-looking 
documents. It appears that the Government 
has a portion of the pages which have been 
torn from these books. Thev are in the cns- 
tody of Rerdell. The latter claims that they 
were taken out in the interest of Dorsey, so 
that they need not be produced before the 
House Committee which commenced an in- 
vestigation into the star-routes. ‘Notwith- 
standing the swagger and bravado of Dorsey 
the cross-examination has disclosed some 
extraordinary facts. The Evening Star has 
the following summary of the results of the 
cross-examination: 


In spite of Mr. Dorsey’s evasions, convenient | 


memory, and partial biindness, Mr. Merrick bas 
succeeded by cross-examination in extracting 
from that gentieman some important admis- 
sions for the Government in the star-routce trial. 
it is claimed by the prosecution that Dorsey was 
the instigator and orgunizer of che conspiracy, 
and the cross-examination has developed a good 
deal insupport of this theory. It bas shown 
that Dorsey furnished the money out of bis owu 
pocket to start and equip the combination. The 
headquarters were in bis own residence, and he 
personuily watched and directed the preparation 
uf bids.: In pursuance of the scheme he had 
devised, Dorsey, then a United States Sen- 
ator, sent to Postmasters whose continuance in 
office would largely depend upon him, if ' they 
did not owe their original appvoiutments to bi:n, 
certain bonds (intended to accompany proposals 
for mail contracts) in blank, with the request 
that those Postmasters shouid procure sureties 
aud certify to them without taking the trouble 
to know what they were certifvymg to. In one 
case, at least, Dorsey counted too much upon 
the subserviency of the Pustmaster, as the lat- 
ter indignantly refused to compromise his 
bonor, if not commit a violation of law. even at 
the request of a United States Senator who 
migbt be abie to put him out of office. 
WORSE THAN THE FIRST TRIAL.

IF A NEGRO CANNOT READ HIS VOTE IS NOT 


WORTH MUCH. 

Wasnineros, D. C., April 2.—[Special.}— 
The real purpose of ‘the Government in the 
prosecution of the election frauds in Seuth 
Carolina isto bring the new State law, if 
possible, known asthe “ Kight-Box law,” 
into the United States Courts. This “ Eight- 
Box law” is designed to destroy the colored 
vote. It permits the erection of afence eight 
feet high around every poiling place; allows 
a separate box for each candidate voted for, 
the number of which, in the last election, was 
eight; puts the Democratic election officers 
alone inside this inclosure, and admits 
but one voter at a time. A _ colored 
man who cannot read, admitted to 
such an inelosure, could only’ by 
chance deposit his ticket in the right box. 
and all ballots put in the wrotik boxes are 
rejected. The Government has evidence that 
the Democratic election officers never allow 
Democrats to make mistakes in their boxes. 
This is the ** Eight-Box law.” It remains to 
be seen whether the Attorney-General can 
obtain any jurisdiction over such a State 
law. Care is to be taken by the South Caro- 
lina authorities when Congressmen are voted 
for not.to violate any National laws. But it 
is the purpose of the * Eight-Box law ” to 
perpetuate the rule of the South Carolina 
white Democracy.

These brief excerpts show the current of 
thought in the pulpit of Ohicago. It is all 
one way. Literally “a hundred ministers” 
denouneed Mayor Llarrisouw’s Administration 
on Sunday, and not one lifted up his voleé in 
iis support. The unanimity of the elergy 
against the re@lection of Harrison takes the 
contest of today out of politics and places it 
on high moral ground., In the terrible emer- 
gency Which eonfronts them men have for- 
gotten their Democracy and their Kepublic- 
wnisur They only reflect that they are eiti- 
zens of a great city—a city proud of Its coin- 
merce, its industries, and its general prus- 
perity, but ashamed of the aduiinistration of 
its Government. 

Let Harrison be hurled from his seat, in- 
dignantly exciaim the united clergy. Amen! 
cry the leading lawyers, the leading pliysi- 
ciuns, and the leading werchants and basi- 
ness-inen of every class. All day yesterday 
the city was tremulous with sttppresséd @x- 
citement. The friends of reform, the lovers 
of law and order and haters of vice, scented 
victory in the air. They said with solemn 
emphasis: * There ts a God in Israel!” They 
said from between clenched teeth: “ This 
man who panders te the vicious and eriminal 
classes, this man who sneers when he speaks 
of respectable citizens, who sueers at the de- 
nuneclation of a hundred ministers, who 
sneers at the decent citizens who uiade him 
Mayor, bat whose counsels he has derided— 
this deniagog shali no longer reign over us!’ 

Never in the whole history of Chicago bas 


vice and crush wickedness as was evinced 
yesterday by the crowds assembled in public 
places. Now let us have twelve—yes, fifteen— 
hours of this spirit, coupled with hereulean 
efforts at the polls, and Chicago will stand 
redeemed in the eyes of the world. Letevery 
friend of reform, every friend of decency in 
administration, mount guard at the polls 
until they are closed. And then let him hot 
desert. Let him hold the fort until the votes 
are counted—counted to the lust one. 

The struggle is for a victery ef decency 
over vice and crime, a struggle of honest 
men over scoundrels of every degree. These 
vicious fellows will try to poll frauduleut 
votes.

Re- 
member that you are voting to make villainy 
dishonorable, to exclude it from all partici- 
pation in the government of a city which 
agonizes to beeome what it deserves to be— 
honorable, great, noble. Remember that 
you are voting to rescue Chicago from the 
deadly grip of the most vicious Administra- 
tion that ever cursed a city, and to make ita 
great moral as it is a great commercial and 
industrial power in the land. And when 
you have voted and your friends have voted 
remember that the vicious classes you are 
striving to repress and restrain will try to 
steal your votes, will try to “count you out.” 
Stand, then, at the polls like a phalanx of 
soldiers guarding the urn of jiberty.

Not one thief, highway- 
man, gambler, or disreputable character will 
fail to go to the polls and cast his vote for his 
candidate, Carter il.

PROBLEMS OF CITY LIFE. 

The prevaienee of crime and the inerease 
of poverty and disorder in Chicago, to which 
the attention of the people of this city has 
been 60 sherply cailed by the disclosures in 
the contest for the contro! of the Govern- 
ment, are aspects of the problems which city 
life is bringing to a head ali over the world. 
No soeial tactis more pronounced than the 
too rapid growth of the cities at the expense 
of the country that must feed them with good 
blood and good food. The latest censuses of 
Franee and England reveal the fact that the 
great cities are gaining more rapidly in pop- 
ulation than the rural districts. In 1790 
there were but three cities in the United 
Siates; in 1880 there were 286. Then the city 
population was but one-thirtieth of the whole. 
Now it is 25 per cent, nearly one-quarter. 

This congestion of populaton has outrun 
the facilities for physical or moral disinfec- 
tion. Want and disease wear intenser forms. 
Crime ts bolder and has impunity unknown 
befure the day when the possession of the 
vote made the criminals an object of adora- 
tion and courtship by political leaders. It 
was the cities that became. craters during the 
labor strikes of 1577 inv this country. Itis 
Paris that today threatens the subversion of 
the French Republic. It is the cities of En- 
giand that supply the mobs for Chartist 
demonstrations, and that concentrated around 
the Parliament houses the material for riot 
that made Bradlaugh’s admission an inviting 
compromise. 

llow to rule the.cities: how to give clean 
water and’ enough of it, the right kind of 
schools and enough of them: sewers with the 
requisit fall, and sufficient police draihage 
for the slums; how to keep taxes down and 
good order up: how to clean the streets and 
the inside of the City-Lfall—are questions that 
are troubling the people who have property 
and families to protect wherever population 
is citifying. 

The question that is to come up in the elee- 
tion this morning is not a temporary matter. 
Itis not a were local issue. Chicago, like 
London, Paris, New York, is faeé to face 
with a vital perplexity. It is to decide 
whether it is possible for great cities to be

A PHENOMENAL NEWSPAPER. 

The Sunday edition of Tur Cuicaeo Trin- 
UNE, under date of April 1, was a phenome- 
non in newspaper literature. It was a huge 
paper of twenty-four pages. coniaining 165 
columns, ninety-five columns of which were 
devoted to advertising. These ninety-five 
columns contained no less than 2,615 adver- 
tisements : In other words, 2,615 persons hav- 
ing goods <0 sell, to buy, to exchange, want- 
ing situations, or having attractions to offer 
people for their entertainment, sought Tur 
Tribune during Saturday in person or by 
wail or messenger as the readiest means of 
communicating with the public. The an- 
swers to these advertisements, which came 
in on Monday, would fill the boxes of a good- 
sized country post-office. 

The classification of these ninety-five col- 
umns of advertisements is a curiosity in it- 
self. The merchants ot the city occupied 
thirty-seven columns in large and attractive 
displays of their fabrics and wares. There 
were sixteen columns filled with announce- 
ments of stores and residences to rent, and 
private citizens and brokers who have real 
estate to sell occupied over eleven columns. 
Over eight columns were filled with the ap- 
peals of servants and men out of business 
fur situations, a portion of this space being 
devoted to parties who have situations to 
offer. The emnipresent boarding-house took 
up more than two columns, which set forth 
their attractions to the houseless and home- 
less. The sick could find over two columns 
of remedies, and there were the same nuin- 
ber of columns offering all sorts of cliances 
to men out of business. The railroads and 
steamboats took two colunms, and the thea- 
tres and conecert-rooms spread their attrac- 
tions through three more. A column and a 
half was devoted to horses alone. 
tioneers took a column and a half, and there 
are in the city nearly a hundred musicians

This one number of Tar Curcaco Trinuxg, 
which was born, tlourished, and passed away 
in twenty-four hours, roughly estimated, 
would make en octavo velume of long primer 
type, the type ordinarily used, of about 800 
pages! And im this velume, written and 
published in one day, almost every subject 
that can be mentioned was treated in greater 
or lesser extent. tt contained the history ot 
the world tor that day. Twenty-five years 
azo, When the telegraph was sparingly atid 
timidly used, and the commercial world had 
not realized the benefit of advertising, atid 
the newspaper rarely ventured into any 
other field than that of politics, he would 
have been corsidered arash man who pre- 
dicted that such an edition of Tuk Trunk 
would have been possible.

LELAND STANFORD, in his letter to the 
New York Chamber of Connnerce, asserted 
in the most explicit manner that no discrim- 
ination was practiced by the Central Pacific.

But the 
evidence that has been taken proves that the 
great milliouaires Hed when they made 
these disavowals, Evéry one who is in- 
formed about their mdnagement knows that 
they lave been in the habit of making the 
most unjust and ruinous preferences be- 
tween shippers and localities. The state- 
ments mafle in his last niessage by Gov. 
Kinkead, of Nevada, prove this. This cer- 
tainty is fortified by the admissions mAde on 
the stand by the officials of the road. Mr. 
Towne said that there was no dis 
crimination “except when the com- 
pany is fereed- to do s0 by competi- 
tion.”’” The San Francisco Chronicle has 
prepared from the official time-tables of the 
road a series of diagrams that demonstrate 
to the eye in the most obvious mwanner the 
extent to which the practice of discrimina- 
tion is carried on. The Central Pacific peo- 
ple have a hotel at Monterey, atid conse 
quently charge $1.25 jess to go to that place 
from San Francisco than to go to Castroville, 


which is on the same road and is sixteen 


miles nearer San Francisco. This and 
countless other discriminations of the same 
kind aré in direet conflict with the provisions 
of the California Constitution. At Benicia 
and Sacramento, where competition is felt, 
the road puts down its tariff, and at interme- 
diate places charges enough more to make 
up the difference. This is bad enough, but 
the worst feature is that men who stand so 
high in the conmunity and have already 
more money than they know what to do with 
should lie in the most reduplicated. manner 
to save a revision of their tariff that would 
cost them afew dollars.

THERE is one point about today’s election 
which we desire to repeat and emphasize. 
Those peopie who are opposing the Citizens’ 
Union ticket because they think its suecess 
will result in increasing the rate for saloon- 
licenses may as well drop that cousideration 
ont of the account. It is now almost certain 
that the State Legislature will pass the pend- 
ing bill fixing a uniform winimnum for saloon- 
licenses throughout the State. In that case 
the reélectuon of Mr. Harrison will not save 
the saloonkeepers froin a liability» for a tair 
proportion of the municipal expenses, but 
merely alford the concert-hal]l, dance-house, 
and variety-saloons the same priviléges and 
protection extended to respectable estaplisn- 
ments and gui@t beer-saloons, But there is 
another consideration which ought to ap- 
peftl especially to the German voters. ‘The 
platform of the Citizens’ movement which 
led to the nomination of the Union ticket 
expressly declares in favor of charging only 
one-half as much for the privilege of run- 
ning a beer-saloon as for a license to sell 
whisky. I1£:this movement be successful 
at today’s election its leaders and promoters 
willl take an aétive interest to have this dis- 
tinction between beer-saloons and whisky- 
saloons recognized in the State law, and it is 
altogether likely that the rate for the former 
will be fixed at $250, while that of the latter 
will be made $500. But if the Citizens’ 
moveinent be repulsed ahd the whisky ele- 
ment be victorious today the men who have 
interested themselves in this matter will 
simply abandon it, and it is probable in such 
an event that the State law will fix S500 as 
the minimum rate for all saloons. ‘The suc- 
cess of the Citizens’ movement is consequenit- 
ly of considerable concern to the Germans,

A NEW method of drainage has been in 
operation for sonie months in Paris witg, Tn- 
teresting results. It withdraws both animal 
and vegetable waste by pneumatic saction. 
It fas been on trial at the Pépiniére bar- 
racks, and it is a noteworthy fact that these 
barracks with their 1,000 soldiers were the 
only ones that last summer escaped the epi- 
demie of typhoid-fever which went through 
Paris. ‘The Government of Paris have a 
Technical Commission traveling about to 
examine the various systems of drainage in 
use. They have visited Brussels, which 
tries as Chicago does to carry off its sewage 
by the fall of a level plain, where there 
is no fall. This month the commission 
will visit London. Paris is popular- 
ly suppvosed® to be the most perfect- 
ly drained and sewered city in. the 
world, but it is really very defective. A large 
part of its’ refuse goes into cesspools, and 
the sewers and the water-supply are both in- 
adequate, it is stated, ts permit it to, be 
turned direetly, as with us, into the sewers. 
Epidemies of typhoid have begun to issue 
their warnings to the Parisian municipality. 
This problem is hurrying to place its per- 
plexities befure the people of Chicago. The 
lower classes that we really have the most to 
fear are the bacterla who are populating our 
sewers With a more than Malthusian fécnn- 
dity, All that Chicagp does with its sewage 
is to putit outof sight. We do not get rid 
of it We may be sure it will return to 
plagué us some day. 

Tuk danger of being outvoted today is not 
so great as being outcounted, Some of the 
bolder andynore unscrupulous of Harrison’s 
gang have openly declared that the baHot- 
boxes are in their hands, and that they will 
be fixed. This can have but one meaning, of 
course—namely: that whatever majority 
Judge Cary may honestly have they will 
overcome it dishonestly.

Tne Supreme Court of the United States 
has by a vote of 5 to 4 reversed and re- 
manded the case of Charles F. Kring, who in 
January, 1875, murdered a woman named 
Dora Broemser at St. Louis. Kfing has had 
six trials, and has been three times sentenced 
to deaih. Once he pleaded guilty to mur- 
der in the second degree, and was 
tenced to twenty-five years in the peniten- 
tiary, but obtained a supersedeas and a new 
trial, which resulted In his being again or- 
dered for execution.

BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 

THE ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR CARS, FOR 
CARRIAGES, AND FOR FOOT-PASSENGERS. 
|New York Sun.|—** The building of the 

iron superstructure at the New York end of 
the bridge,” said Engineer C. C. Martin yes- 
terday, *“ has led many to suppose that the 
fvuot-passenzers and carriages and trucks are 
to pass all the way over at a lower level than 
the cars. But such is not the fact. It is true 
that at the entrance from Chatham street the 
car-tracks are above, but there is a grad- 
ual rise of the main roadway from the 
street to the towers, and between the towers 
the foot-promenade is about “level with 
the tops of the cars. The promenade is in 
the centre, but it affords a clear view over 
the tops of the cars and over the doubie 
roadway on each side. It is fifteen feet 
seven inches wide.” 

The original plan wasto bring the cars, 
vehicles, and passengers out on the same 
level. It was changed to the present plan, 
so that switching of the cats at the terminus 
should not interfere with foot-passengers or 
vehicles. Those who wish to ridein the 
cars will have to mount to the railroad- 
depot, but the foot-passengers will enter 
upon the bridge at the street-level and as- 
cend at agrade of three and one-half feet 
in 100 feet. Thecars will run on either side 
of the promenade and next to it. Thetwo 
roadways for carriages and trucks will be 
outside of the car-tracks, and, for the most 
part, will be on a level with them. 

The total width of the bridge is eignty- 
five feet. ‘There is room for a train of cars 
and two lines of whicles to pass on each side 
of the foot-promenade. ‘The viewfrom the 
cars will not be so good as that from either 
the foot promenade or the roadway. ‘Those 
in carriages will have an opportunity to look 
gover the railing, which is seven feet four 
inches high. The edges of the foot-prome- 
nade will be about thirty-five feet from the 
side of the bridge. ‘The space under the 
promenade will be used for telegraph and 
tejephone wires. It is expected ihat the foot- 
promenade will be finished arid ready for use 
on Monday. The contract for the iron su, er- 
structure of the railway depots requires that 
the work shall be done by May 2, and the 
prospects are that it will be furnished on 
time. The Pullman palace-cars and the roll- 
iny stock are: already finished. It is esti- 
mated that the time occupied by the cars in 
passing from end to end of the bridge will be 
four minutes. ‘The following ‘information 
about the bridge is authentic:

ELEVATOR CHARGES. 

New York, April 2.—[Special.]—TheProd- 
uce Exchange today adopted a series of res- 
olutions against the passage of the bill now 
before the State Assembly and providing for 
the regulation by statute of the charges of 
floating and stationary elevators. ‘The reso- 
lutions say that the charges should be left

“Heart and Hand” at Haverly’s The- 
atre, 

Lecocq’s opera of “ Heart and Hand” has 
been so recently given in this city, and was 
80 fully commented upon at the time that 
there is no need of extended notice now in 
connection with its reproduction at Haverly’s 
Theatre last night by Duff’s comic opera 
company from the Standard Theatre, New 
York. The audience was a very large one, 
and evidently enjoyed the- representation. 
The company is also a large one, and noth- 
ing has been neglected by the management 
that could in any manner increase the spec- 
tacular effect. The costuming is superb, as 
handsome probably as has ever been seen 
here in «@ similar work, and the ballet 
in the last act is a novelty and adds to 
the picturesque effects. The orchestra 
deserves credit for its good work and the 
chorus has been well trained and numbers 
at least forty good voices. The principal 
parts are in capable hands and the perform- 
ance as a whole is really a brilliant one, ex- 
celling its previous presentation in its Spec- 
tacular features and musical effectiveness. 
It is better sung, and there has been no cut- 
ting of the score. ‘The graceful minuet, the 
song of the helmet, the gypsy song, the duo 
at the end of the second act, and the interpo- 
lated song tor baritone in the third act, as 
well as the capital sextet, were all heartily 
welcomed, and their beauties of melody 
quickly recognized, In the acting, there-was 
no forcing of fun, no such “gagging” and 
poorly digested puns as were permitted in 
the version formerly. seen here. ‘The 
text was closely adhered to and the interpre- 
tation of the music was made the first con- 
sideration. It must be said, however, that 
while adherence to the text is generally com- 
mendable, the result last night was some- 
times rather startling to those who have any 
ideas of decency left. Even puns of infinit 
atrocity and jokes of such attenuated quali- 
ties as to defy microscopic analysis are bet- 
ter worth listening to than such broad vul- 
garity and literal renderings of Fkrefich 
double entendres as were indulged in dur- 
ing the second act. The King’s song should 
be rewritten or omitted, art so with seFral 
scenes that follow. ‘The music is too pretty 
to be lost for many who will not care to wit- 
ness the suggestive scenes, actions, and dia- 
log to which it is fitted. 

Of the members of the company Mr. 
Ryley (the King) is: well known as a 
sapital comedian, and one not wholly 
unable to sing in tune. His dancing is a 
feature of the pretty minuet, and his por- 
trayal of the King unexagegerated and ac- 
ceptable. Mr. Sweet (Von Gaetan) is a good 
actor and an unusually fine singer. He has 
a strong, resonant, baritone voice, well- 
schooled, used with judgment, and all his 
vocal! work is entitled tu the highest praise. 
Mr. Macreery is an old acquaintance and 
has a strong tenor voice, clear‘and satis- 
factory. Of the ladies Miss Marie Conron 
(Micaela) is light and graceful in action, but 
without that by-play and ease which made 
Miss Conway’s personation of the hero- 
ine so pleasing. On the other nand she 
is a much better singer than Miss 
Conway. Her voice is_ distinctively a 
mezzo-soprano, but of good range and quite 
unexpected power for one so slightly built. 
it has a peculiar rasping eifect at times, Wud 
lacks the sympathetic quality to some ex- 
tent. It is well controlied and fdexible, and 
certainly was well appreciated by the au- 
dience lastnight. Miss Richardson (Josefa) 
is not much of a singer, and even less of an 
actress, Dut she has a small part and is more 
of a vocalist than the lady previously seen 
in that role. Miss Rosa Cook simply walks 
through-the réle of Donna Scholastiea, being 
unable to appreciate the capabilities so 
charmingly developed in it by Miss Joyce. 
The rest of the cast are satisfactory, the la- 
dies in the chorus somewhat above the aver- 
rage in appearance, the men well drilled, and 
the closing stage picture in the last act one 
of the finest ever put upen a local stage. Its 
spectacular features and the capital render- 
ing of the musie will probably insure ** Heart 
and Hand” a long and successful run, 


Rierr Ludwig Barnay in “Uriel Acosta” 
at the Grand Opera-ttiousre. 

Last evening the German tragedian, Herr 
Ludwig Barnay, supported by the New York 
Thalia Theatre company, opened a brief 
season of tragedy and comedy at the Grand 
Opera-liouse before a large audience. The 
play chosen for the opening was the German 
drama, ** Uriel Acosta,’”’ of which but little 
is known in this country. 

*Uriel Acosta” is a five-act tragedy, by 
Charles Gutzrowv, an eminent German dra- 
matic poet, and is as standard in Germany as 
are the works of Goethe and Schiller. The 
scene is laid in Amsterdam at the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century—1640— 
justafter the repulsion-of the Jews from 
Spain and Portugal, and it- deals with inci- 
dents in the life ot Uriel Acosta, a Portu- 
guese philosopher, who fled to Amsterdam 
with his Jewish parents to escape persecu- 
tion. There he writes a work which gives 
offense to the rabbis, and is ordered to recant 
his sentiments under pain of the penalty of 
the law. lle appears in the synagog and 
begins his humilitiating confession, is over- 
come by his pride, and refuses to comply 
with the request—rushes out, and finally 
dies by his own hand after Judith, a Jewish 
maiklen whom he loves and who has 
stood by him in_ his religious — trials, 
expires before him, having poisoned herself 
afier her enforced marriage witha rival of 
Uriel to save her father from financial ruin. 
The play, although heavy and talky at times, 
affords an excellent iusight into the customs 
of the Jews. 

The finest scenes are at the end of the sec- 
ond act, when Judith, in spite of the fearful 
curse impending over her lover, avows her 
allegiance to him and defies her persecutors ; 
and the whole of the fourth act, when the 
rites of the synagog are enacted, — 

The play was first produced in Paris in 
1864 with the great Rachel and a phenomenal 
cast. It was translated into the Ltalian, Swed- 
ish, and other languages, but was not played 
in the English Janguage until translated by 
Mr. Otto Peltzer, of this city, in 1565, ‘Then 
it was played April6 of that year lo Crosby’s 
Opera-House with the following cast: Uriel 
Acosta, J. Newton Gotthold; Judith, Miss 
Bianche De Bar; De Silva, L. Roys; 
Manasse, G. B. Radcliffe; Ben Jochai, 
J. C. Padgett; De Santos, J. B. Ashton; Van 
Emden, A. C. Clark; Reuben Acosta, L. 
Barrett; Baruch Spinoza, Little Ada; derv- 
ant, 8. R. Dean; Esther Acosta, Mrs. Ed- 
strum. ‘The synopsis of scenery in the trans- 
lation was as follows: Act. 1.,’‘Phe Persecu- 
tiou; Act IL., ‘The Rabbi’s Ban; Act IIL, 
The Résolution; Act LV., The Recantation; 
Act. V., Betrothai and Death. At the time 
of its production here it met with much 
favorable ctiticism, bat it was subsequently 
dropped by Mr. Gotthold, as he said it was 
*too far avove the heads of the people.” 

The performance in th? original German at 
the Grand last evening was marked by that 
care and attention to detail which is _con- 
spicuous in all German dramatic perforu- 
ances, but it was not a play that would intro- 
“duce Herr Barnay to a Chicago audience in 
an agreeable manner, as it is talk and dreary 
in many scenes and lacks action. ‘he act- 
ing of the star, however, showed that he 
merited the praise bestowed upon him by the 
New York press, and it stamped him as au 
artist of the irst ability. He is a man of 
magnificent physique, has a_soft and well- 
modulated voice, and is decidediy graceful 
in action and gesture. The few vopportuni- 
ties to display. real fire and pow- 
er offered by = the play were im- 

roved to the utmost extent, and 

n the fourth act Herr Barnay arose to great- 
ness, His reception of the news of his moth- 
er’s death from the lips of his grief-stricken 
brother called forth a fine burst of emo- 
tion, and his reading of the recitation in the 
synagog was an artistic bit of work. Then 
his repudiation of this recantation gave a 
powerful climax to the act. The death 
scene in the last act was also admirably sus- 
tained. he support given the star was ex- 
cellent. Mr. Kierschner as Dr. de Silva 
abiy seconded the efforts of the trazedian, 
and Mr. Luepschentz as the aged rabbi im- 
proved his one scene and won a round

RANCHMEN IN COUNCIL. 


Annual Meeting of the Wyoming Stock- 


Growers’ Assoclation—Sma!il Luss Dur- 
ing Last Winter—Cattle IThieves—ina- 
dian Depredations. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., .April 2.—[Special. j— 
The tenth annual session of the Stock-Grow- 
ers’ Association began here today. Sixty 
members were in attendance, and thirty-one 
were represented by proxy. The proceed- 
ings show stock on all ranges with- 
in the jurisdiction of this association 
to be in the most promising condition; 
that during the winter the weather was most 
favorable to stock interests, and that a less 
per cent of loss will be experienced than 
since 1871 and 1872. The Secretary in his re- 
port says: “Inspection has been main- 
tained both within and without to the ué- 
most extent which the funds of the associa- 
tion permitted. At the exterior poin's, 
suchas Miles City, St. Paul, Clinton, Coun- 
cil Bluffs, and Pacific Junction the work has 
been more satisfactorily, ably, And complete- 
ly done than during any previous year. 
With reference especially tol the important 
points of St. Paul and Council Bluffs the tes- 
timony of stock-owners is a unanimous ap- 
proval ot the skill of our inspectors. With 
regard to interior inspection the committee 
are able to report thorough and accurate 
work at those points where the voligne of 
business warrants the keeping of a perma- 
nent resident inspector. ‘These points are 
the ‘two Indian Agencies, Pine Ridge 
and Rosebud, and the line of the 
Union Pacitic Railway between Laramie City 
and North Platte, for which last work two, 
and at times <¢hree, competent men have been 
employed. Your committee find their great- 
est difliculty in detecting and punishing 
crime where it occurs in our very 
vniidst and upon’ own ranges, and they 
treely admit the incompieteness and 
with some exceptions the unsatisfactory 
results of their really laborious efforts in 
this direction. The kind of crime referred 
to is not the bold robberies by confessed out- 
laws of the Doc Middleton stamp, with 
which we were familiar five years ago. ‘lhe 
men who drove off bands of horses slaugh- 
tered cattle openly. ‘Those who survive 
have sought fresher fields and newer past- 
ures for the exercise of their profession. I 
speak ofaclass of theft practiced with ap- 
parent impunity by men who have been and 
often continue to be in the employ 
of well-known ranchmen. I mean the 
starting of a brand by men who 
have no cattle or means to buy any. In two 
ways these men make illicit profit. [t is 
done by taking advantage of two well-known 
facts—firstly, of the ,eneral indifference as 
to what becomes of § stray animals 
in an unkrown brand; and, sec- 
ondly, — of the great difficulty of 
identifying the owner of an unoranded calf 
when it is once permanently separated from 
its mother. These thieves prey upon and 
grow rich in cattle of these two classes. 
Two confederates will watch their oppor- 
tunity. ‘Vhev apply their practical brand when 
no other eye-witness is present. If the 
animal remains unclaimed itis clear gain. 
If their ownership be disputed they make a 
sharp fight with a forged bill of sale or 
‘authority to gather,’ and it the prvof be 
clear they fall back on one of the 
two time-worn excuses, and plead 
(always successfully) either it was a 
inistake or that they had nothing to do with 
and were ignorant of the branding, and so 
leave the field with colors flying in either 
case.

tion (over Burlington & Missouri), 14,936: at 
Clinton, la. (over Stoux City & Pacilic), 
9,696; at St. Paul (over Northern Pacific), 
25,007; at Miles City (shipped by Missouri 
River), 1,.498—making a total inspection of 
217,542. This dves not include any inspec- 
tion at Kansas (which last year amvounted to 
50,000 head), as it was not deemed advisable 
to keep a man at that point this 
last season. ‘The inspection. therefore, 
shows an increase over that of 1S81L of 
about 52,000 head. ‘The Inspectors have 
found in these shipments and repurted to 
owners, when belonging to this association, 
1,465 head of stray animals, of a net 
vaiue of about $66,000, At the Pine Ridge 
Agency there have been inspected 20,194 
head, and at Rosebud Agency, 16,109, making 
a total of 36,503 head, including some seven- 
ty-three stray animals; and the report of 
cattle killed on the Union Pacific Railway, 
although not yet complete, tovts 
up at this time 976 head. ‘The 
surpius of income over expenses during the 
year amounts to 8349. Complaint is made 
that during last summer and autumn much 
loss was caused by the presence of large 
nunibers of Sioux and Crows upon the cattle 
ranges about the Belle Fourche 
and Powder’ River. This section is 
distant from the reserve of either tribe, and 
their presence there was dangerous in a high 
degree. Long and urgent correspondence 
passed between the President and Secretary 
on one hand and the indian Superintend- 
ents of Agencies and Commissioner of Inp- 
dian Affairs on the other. Much ignorance 
and delay was encountered on the Govern- 
ment’s side, and but little satisfaction ob- 
tained.”’ 

Much interest is manifested by stock- 
growers in the present session, and itis ex- 
pected that tomorrow will develop not only 
facts of interest to this section, but to East- 
erm markets, as codperation in all branci 
of the cattle business is assured,

KRING SHALL NOT HANG. 
A SENSATION IN ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 2.—[Special.]—The 
United States Supreme Court reversed the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Missouri today in the Kring murder case, 
one of the most noted this country has seen. 
lie has been tried six times, and was sen- 
tenced to be hung three times. Eight years 
ago he committed the crime of killing Dora 
Broemser, a matried woman whose husband 


was living, because she refused to marfy | 


him. He himself had a wife and faimily liv- 
ing at the time. It was really double murder, 
Mrs. Broemser being enceinte at the time. 
‘The news was received here with great ex- 
citement. It was thought the venue ques- 
tion would be pushed before the United 
States Supreme Court, but it was not, the 
defendant’s counsel hingeing their case 
on the point raised on the ex post facto 
law. Kring’s atiorneys Claim that he was 
wrongfully tried for murder in the first de- 
gree, and thathe cannot be tried for any- 
thing but murderin the second degree, he 
having been periitted to plead guilty to the 
latier although it was afterwards set aside, 
and ftrow as the State’s evidence shuws only 
murder.in the first degree Kring’s lawyers 
declare that the court must necessarily in- 
struct to discharge the prisoner. Kring has 
become an expertin the criminal laws, and 
helped not inconsiderably to squirm out of 
the hangman’s noose.

DECISION OF THE SUPREME 
YRAS, 5; NAYS, 4 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 2.—A decision 
was rendered by the United States Supreme 
Court today in the interesting criminal case 
of Charles F. Kring, plaintiff in error, against 
the State of Missouri, brought here upon a 

writ of error from the Supreine Court of that 
State. Kring, the plaintiff in error, on Jan. 
4, 1875, shot and killed a woman named Dora 
Broemser. At the March term of the St. 
Louis Criminal Court, in the same year, he 
was indicted for murder in the first degree, 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced to be 
hanged. 

Upon appeal, the judgment of the Criminal 
Court was reversed, and a new trial ordered. 

Two more trials followed, in both of 
which the jury failed to agree. 

Upon the fourth trial the prisoner made 
al agreement with the State’s-Attorney to 
plead guilty of nurder in the second degree 
upon condition thst his sentence be imp rison- 
ment for a period not longer than ten years. 
Under this plea, however, he was sentence ed 
to imprisonment for twenty-live years. 

He again appealed, and the judgmentof the 
lower court was feversed by the Supreme 
Court, and the case asecond time remanded. 

Upon his next trial the prisoner refuse d to 
withdraw his plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree, or to make another plea, 
whereupon the court ordered a plea of not 
guilty to be entered for him, and, he was 
again tried for murder in the first. degree, 
found guilty, and sentenced to death. 

lle appealed suecessiviey to the Court of 
Appeals and to the Supreme Courtof the 
State. In both of these tribunals judgufent 
and sentence of the court below were af- 
firmed. Sentence was then ordered to be 
executed Feb. 24, 1882, but before that time 
Judge Miller, of the United States Supreme 
Court, granted a writ of error, and the case 
was brought here for final review. 

THE TECHNICALITY. 

Under the Constitution and laws of Mis- 
souri at the time the otfense was committed 
and the indictment found the prisoner could 
not be tried for murder fn the first degree 
after he had been convicted or pleaded guilty 
of murder in the second degree, but under 
the Constitution of 1875, as construed by the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, one indicted for 
murder in the first degree and convicted or 
sentenced on a plea of guilty of murder in 
the second degree, may be again tried for 
murder in the first degree in case of appeal 
and reversal. it was contended in all the 
courts by the prisoner’s counsel that the 
section of the State Constitution of 1875 
adopted subsequent to the finding of the in- 
dictment could not be applied to the prison- 
er’s case; that it changed the punishment;

that it was an ex post facto Case, and as 
such repugnant to the Coustitution of the 


United States, 
MILLER’S OPINION. 
Justice Miller, in a long and carefully- 
Written opinion, rendered the decison of this 


court, which may be briefly summed up as | 


follows: 

Weare of opinion that any taw passed after 
the commission of an offense which, in relation 
to that oifense or its consequences, alters the 
situntion of a party to his disadvantage, is an 
ex post facto law. No one can be criminally 
punished in this country except accordiis to 
law prescribed for his government by the sove- 
reign authority before the imputed offense wus 
committed. and which existed as a luw at the 
time. The provision of the COonstitution of 
Missouri -which denies to the plaintiff 
error a benefit which the previous 

gave  bim of acquittal of the 
charge of murder in the “(first derrce 
on conviction of murder tn the second degree, 
is, a8 to this case, an ex port facte law within the 
weaning of the Constitution of the United 
Stutes; ang for the errur ot the Supreme Court 
of Missouri! in holding otnerwise, its Judgement 
is reversed and the case remanded to it witb di- 
rections lo reverse the judgmentof the Criwi- 
nal Court of St. Louis, and for such further pro- 
ceedcdibtys as are not incons.stent with this opib- 
ion. 

Chief-Justice Waite and Justices Bradley, 
Gray, and Matthews dissented. 

This decision, rendered by a bare majority 
of ohne, finally relieves the prisoner from the 
sentence of death which has been hanging 
over him for the last seven years, 


‘HISTORY. 
FURTHER DETAU.S OF THE LEGAL POINTS 
MADE IN THE PAST. 


Str. Louis, April 2.—The case of Charles F. . 


Kring, coniined in the St. Louis jail for the 
last eight years, is an extravrdinary one, 
showing how it is possible for cunning erim- 
inal lawyers to “‘whip the devil around the 
stump” and cheat justice of its due. The 
bistory of the case is as follows: 

Jan. 4, 1875, Kring, a draggist, shot and 
fatally injured Airs. Dora Broemser, his part 
ner’s wife, in the rear of her home, on Four- 
teenth and Mullanphy streets, because she 
refused to elope With him, Hewas arrested, 
and on Friday, March 19, 1875, was indicted 
fur murder in the firstdegree.

On Nov. 30 a motion tor a jury frem the 
country was asked for and overruled, and 
case went down.en the jaw deecket. 

On Dee. 11 amotion for a special jury to try 
the case Was wade by the Circuit Attorney, 
and a notion for a jury from the county. was 
made by the defendant. The latter was 

ranted, but the array was afterward chal- 
en@ed by the defendant. April 27, 1881, 
Judge Burkbardt was appointed special 
Judge to try the case. Several motions, 
aimnong others one to transfer the case to the 
Circuit Court, and alse one to quash, were 
argued, and overruled by Judge Burkhardt. 
On May 21 a verdict of guilty was returned 
against the defendant, and the penalty fixed 
at death by hanging. On Wednesday, May 
2, a motion for a new trial was overruled 
and the prisoner sentenced to be hanged on 
Friday, July 15, 1881. 

A motion in arrest of judgment, containing 
all the legal points involved in the case, was 
then filed and overruled, and an appeal taken 
to the Court of Appeals, which, however, re- 
fused to grani a supersedeas, so that Kring 
was exposed to the danger of being hanged 
while the legal aspects of his trial were be- 
ing discussed. In this dilema his attorneys, 
with the same legal cunning that they had 
exhibited from the first, availed themselves 
of the presence in the city of T. A. Sher- 
wood, Judge of the State Supreme Court, 
and on application to him secured a stay of 
proceedings until the merits of his appeal 
had been passed upon. On Oct. 18 the jyde- 
ment of the Criminal Court was aflirmed by 
the Court of Appeals, andon the day tollow- 
ing an appeal was allowed to the Supreme 
Court, The case was advanced on the docket, 
and on Jan. 30, 1882, the judgement of the 
lower courts was affirmed and Kring resen- 
tenced to be hanged on Friday, Feb. 24. 

lt was thought that the end had been 
reached at last, but his attorneys had a re- 
serve fund of law that had not been yet in- 
voked, and when Justice Miller, of the United 
States Supreme Court, visited St. Louis for 
the purpose of holding a session of the 
United States Circuit Court, application was 
made to him for a writ of error, on the 
ground that Kring had been convicted and 
sentenced under an unconstitutional State 
law, which deprived him of the rights se- 
cured to him by.the * Magna Charta” of 
Alnerica, the Constitution of the United 
States. . The legal points raised by counsel 
in the progress of the case had all been passed 
upon by the court of last resort, and unless 
some question of constitutional legislation on 
the part of the State wodld be vresented te 
the Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States Kring must have been hanged. 
‘Lo meet this emergency bis attorneys raised 


two questions: First, the constitution- 
ality from a Federal standpoint of 
the State’s constitutional amendment, 


passed in 1875, whereby a criminal con- 
victed of a lower grade of an oifense or 
sentenced upon a plea of guilty of a crime 
in a lower degree could be again placed upon 
trial and convicted of the same offense in a 
higher degree, after withdrawing his plea or 
after the judgiment had been located. Sec- 
ond, the constitutionality of the law depriy- 
ing a criminal of the privilege of a change of 
venue from acourt and jury situated in a 
neighborhood the residents of which have 
been proved by suflicient affidavits to have 
been so prejudiced against the accused that 
he could not receive fair and impartial trial, 
either at the hands of the court or jury se- 
lected froin such neighborhood. Dhese two 
points, the right of a prisoner to be tried 
under the existing law at the time when his 
offense was committed and not by a law 
passed to meet the eniergency of his case, 
and his right to secure an unprejudiced jury 
byachange of venue, were the principal 
questions involved in the writ of error which 
has just been argued in and decided by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


STATE AFFAIRS. 


The Work of the [Lilinoils Legislature 
Compressible into a Very Small Nuat- 
sheli—Juue Roses and Adjoarnment- 
Day-—The Raltlroad-Crossiug Bil). 
SPRINGFIELD, LL, April 2.—[Special.}— 

The five-days’ recess with which the General 

Assembly has honored the spring elections 

calls the longest halt since the session 

opened, and affords a fitting opportunity to 
inguire what hasbeen done. The session 
began Jan. 2, 1883. Three weeks were vir- 
tually used up in the election of a United 

States Senator, and it was fully another 

week before the Legislature even pre- 

tended to settle down to work. There 
has been a good deal of pretense 
about it ever since. The Senate, being the 
smaller and more business-like body, has 
kept up its reputation for expedition and 
worked with its usual systematic and nie- 
thodical. regularity. The House, otving to 
the peculiarly ciose political complexion of 
that body, and to the filibustering and ob- 
structionist tactics of the low-license crowd, 
is a long way behind the House of two years 
ago at this stage of the game. At the same 
time the number of measures which have 
come before it is actually less than that up 
tu the corresponding date two years ago. 

WHRAT AND CHAFF. 

The. record shows that just 661 bills have 
been introduced in the present House, of 
which 176 are now in the hands of commit- 
tees, 187 have been tabled by recomimenda- 
tion of committees, fifty-one are on fitst redd- 
ing, 1460n second reading and liable to, be 
amended, and four have been ordered to 
third reading. Not more than five have been 
posiponed, killed on second reading, or failed 
to pass. Of the whole number, twenty-one 
have passed the House, and two have re- 
ecived the sigpamre of the Governor. The 


House has received forty-five bills from the 
' Sepate. 


In the Senate 392 bills have been introduced. 
Of these, 101 are in the hands of comnrittees, 
eighty-five ave been tabled, nine are on first 
readiny, forty-three on second reading, and 
forty-three have .been ordered to third read- 
ing. ‘The Senate has passed forty-six of Its 
bilis, and three of them have been signed bv 
the Governor. It Hason its ealendar twenty- 
one bills received from the llouse. 

PASSED. 

The following measures have passed both 
branehes of the Legislature: House bills— 
Providing for the incidental expenses of the 
General Assembly; making appropriations 
for the Braidwood and Coulterville sut- 
ferers; amending the law concerning 
vacancies in the office of County’: Treasurer, 
providing for the maintenance of free public 
libraries (the Chicaguv Pubiie Library bill) ; 
extending the jurisdiction of County Courts, 
appropriatiig 220,000 for the flood sufferers 
ili Gallatin County. Senate bills—Providing 
for the loaning of schoo| funds; appropriat- 
ing $5,000 fur the sufferers at Rose Clare; 
amending the law relating te reads and 
bridges (the Peoria Bridge bill) ; and Senator 
Hogan’s bill, over which: there was a recent 
racket, reimbursing Mound City for the 
taxes withteid from it for levee purposes.

Resume of Work tn the Wisconsin Leg- 
islature. 

Mapison, Wis., April 2.—[Special.]|—The 
Legislature will adjourn Wednesday noon 
after asession of eighty-five days. The av- 
erage length of session for fourteen years 
past has been sixty-eight days. The volume 


550 bills being passed. There were no ses- 
sions in either House today. Tomorrow the 
Legislature will merely meet to receive com- 
munications from the Governor. The fol- 
lowing is a brief outline of the most impor- 
tant business transacted at this session: 
The Fourteenth Judicial Cireuit was created 
out of the Tenth. The income of the 
State University owas increased by 
about $13,000. The County of Sawyer was 
created out of portions ef Ashland and Chip- 
pewa. Washburn County was created out 
of a portion of Burnett. A bill was passed 
allowing two or more contiguous railway 
lines running to a particular point to consol- 
idate. Ttis is a scheme for the eSpecial 
benefit of the Northwestern und Omaha 
lines. A bill went through allowing the St. 
Paul Railway Company to issue stock on 
any lines heretofore or hereafter purchased 
or on coal lands purchased by it. 
Anther railway bill allows companies to 
condemn iand for spur. tracks running 
to mills and warehouses. A bill recived the 
approval of the Legislature to make railway 
companies report their mileage and annual 
earnings to the Railroad Commissioner in- 
stead of the State Treasurer as heretofore. 
Thev are to exclude such tracks from their 
reports of mileage, The Fish Comutission 
was encouraged by giving it $12,000 for the 
next two years’ work. A yery stringent 
Tramp law was passed, providing for the in- 
carceration of vagrants for ope year in the 
State Prison. A Bureau of Labor Statistics 


| inaugurating a 
rigid establishment of fire-escapes in hotels 
in cities of over 10,000 inhabitants was p a 
bill provides for elaborate outer bal- 
conies, watchmen, chemical-enginés, supplies 
of hose on every floor, magne-bells in every 
room, red lights at heads of all stairs, and 
many other devices. An act was passed en- 
abling the City ot Watertown to compromi 
its enormous railroad indebtedness of avarly 
$1,000,000. The bill regulating the dealing 
in futures was passed. After a long 
struegie the measure for the exemption 
trom taxation of private insane hospitals was 
peered. Other bills were passed as follows: 
*roviding fur asettlement between the Coun- 
ties of Langlade and Shawano; memorial to 
Cougress for free tradein lumber; annuiling 
all city charter provisions allowing cities to 
tix jower liquor licenses than provided for by 
statute: fixing the price of new selections of 
public lands, comprising about 240,000 acres 
of the best State lands, at $3 per acre, with 


lands to actual settlers at $1.25 
per acre; taxing sleeping-car companies 
4 per cent on gress receipts’ in 


this State: but this bill will be vetoed by the 
Governor, as the Assembly failed to call the 
yeas and nays on it as especially required by 
the constitution. Taxing telephone com- 
panies 1 per cent. The same objection ap- 
plies to this bili. The investigation into the 
affairs of the Wisconsin Farm Mortgage 
Land Company resulted in nothing, for the 
investigating committee reports no cause of 
action. The bill introdneed called fora di- 
rect expenditure of $669,230. The Committee 
on Claims indorsed $572,362 of this amoun 
and the Legislature finally appropriate 
$575,470. These appropriations are for two 
yeare as the biennial system is now inaugu- 
rated.

oblique course. The train had been checked up 
for them once, but they were evidently trying 
to annoy the driver. The jury found that the 
company was not responsibie for the accident, 

and the conductor amd driver were accordingly 
released.

CHICAGO MEDICAL. 


THIRTY-THIRVD YEARLY MEETING OF THE 
SOCIETY. 

The thirty-third annual meeting of the Chi- 
cago Medical Society was heid in Club-room 4 
of the Pacific Hotel last nigbt. 

The object of the meeting was to hear the an- 
nual reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, 
and to listen to such suggestions. as might be 
made for the general welfare of the society. 
The Secretary’s report showed that the society 
bad met twenty times during tbe last year; 
thirty-four new members had been elected 
this yeur, while only eighteen had 
been added to the society the year 
before. Three members hive removed 
from the city, one resigned, and one forfeited 
his membersbip. The present membership of 
the society is 210. The membership iast year 
was 15l. ‘here bave been no deaths this year. 
Two of the members have married. 

The suggesuons read by the Secretary were 
four in number, and were, first, that a Second 
Vice-President be added to the list of officers; 
second, that no member be allowed to present 
more than two names for membership during” 
one year; third, that a committee of three be 
appointed by the President to make ar- 
rangements for the publication of pain- 
phiets, etc. for the use of the society; 
fourth, that asort of “Professional Insurance 
Society ’"’ be organized by the association, the 
object of which would be the awarding of a 
specitied suin of money to the family of a memw- 
ber upon his cr ber death.

Judge Whiteside, 
whose little son was unwell, also went to the 
the druwg-store at the same time ou a similar er- 
rand. Dr. Coryell, who is about 70, is not a reg- 
ular physician, but hus practiced medicine and 
kept a drug-store foranumber of years. He 
says be intended to give both customers bromide 
of potassium, but after making up the trst 
prescription placed the betle aside, and 
when about to prepare the second .ook by mis- 
toke the bottle containing currosive sublimate. 
The two botties stood close together, and it is 
supposed that failing eyesight is partly. respon- 
sible for the biunder. The littie vials are 
inarked in iuk, none too piainly, and the subili- 
mate bears a fresh-looking label showing the 
contents to be poison. Whether the label has 
been placed on the bottle since Sunaay oevenmeg 
‘was not ascertained. 

After taking one of the powders prepared, Mr. 
Blayney immediately begun vomiting and was 
attacked with cramps. Ur. Fox, of La Grange, 
and Dr. Conedon, of Lyons, were promptly on 
hand, but Mr. Blayney continued in great aeony 
tor nearly two bours. He had taken about one 
dram of corrosive sublimate. Though still in 
great danger Mr. Blayney is now comparatively 
comfortable, and may recover.~ He was visited 
last evening by Drs.

Intcresting Tests Made by the Govern- 
ment Chemist. 

Dr. Edward G. Love, the present Analytical 
Chemist for the Government, has recently made 
some interesting experiments as to the corm- 
parative value of baking powders. Dr. Love's 
tests were made to determine what brands are 
the most economical to use, and as their ca- 
pacity lies in their leavening power, tests were 
directed solely to ascertain the available gas of 
each powder.

The intense cold 
weuther which generally existed throushout the 
entire Northwest during the last four months 
bas had much to do witb the limited receipts of 
beef cattle, as thousands died from  starva- 
tion and exposure on tne piains. Even a re- 
markable scarcity of inferior cattle is reported 
by dealers here.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was much more active 
yesterday. The settlements on the first of the 
month considerably increased the business. 
Rates of interest were quoted 7 per cent and 
rarely at 6. The flow of currency to the in- 
terior continues light. 

The total clearings of the Chicago banks yes- 
terday were $12,350,000 against about $6,000,000 
last Saturday. The large increase was partiy 
due to the big deiiveries on the Board of Trude. 

The banks and the Stock Exchange will be 
closed today on account of the city election. 

Exchange on New York wus steady at 25@ivc 
premium per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was firmer, steriing rates 
advancing™%v. Continental bills were steady. 
Posted rates on steriing were 482% and 485',, with 
actual at 482% and 484%. English documentary, 
4794 @180. French documentary quoted at 27, 
and German do at 9%%@93Xy. Bankers’ marks 
at 944% and 9544. and bankers’ francs at 522% and 
518 %&. 

The New York stock market was dui! yester- 
day, with little done except scalping, and gener- 
ally tended to a lower range of prices. The 
loosening of the financial grip did not bring the 
strength to stocks that was expected, and the 
folks on Wall street were not ull éatistied that 
the stringency was over. The rates reported 
yesterday do not look very muck as if money 
were a drug in New York just yet. For the rest 
it would seem that home talent had been oper- 
ating last week on the long side, in the hope of 
being able to realize yesterday ata protit, and 
there were too many of them wa nting to sell in 
proportion tothe numberof buyers. It is now 
thought that the days of the money wanipula- 
tors are few. Most of the $5,000,000 of bonds 
will probably be presented on Wednesday, andit 
is estimated that about $1,500,000 will have been 
disbursed by that time as April interest. 

The extension business of the “ United Press”’ 
has been transferred from the Mutual and West- 
ern Union to the Baitimore & Ohio and connect- 
ing lines. 

The 2 per cent quarterly dividend of Union 
Pacific, due yesterday, was partly paid on Sat- 
urday. 

Several of the big folks in Wall street are 
about to follow Horace Greeley’s advice and 
“go West,” but not for long. They want to 
study the crop outlook for themselves, and de- 
cide fro.n that inspection what is the probable 
outlook for railroad earnings and general busi- 
ness. 

Denver earnings for the fourth week in March 
decreased $17,000. A Director of the St. Paul 
Road reports that its earnings increased iast 
week $125,00u. 

The Financial Chronicle estimates that the 
Centrai Pacitic derived a profit of over $1,200,000 
last year from the Southern Pacific lease. That 
sum gives an idea of what the Central will lose 
in income after Jan. 1, 1885, when the lease ex- 
pires, if after that date the Southern Pacitic 
jines should be operated on their own account. 

It is said that the Western Union Company 
will appeal from Judge Freedman's decision be- 
cause under it the leases of the American cable 
and the guarantees given are worthicss, having 
been made without the legal assent of the stock - 
holders,

The imports of foreign gooas at New York 
during March are valucd at $12,23,74. In the 
same month, 1882, they were $11,597,678. The ex- 
ports last month amounted to more money than 
in March for any of the preceding four years. 
For the nine months of the fisca! year the total 
importations reach the large figures of $105,- 
24.204, against $98,647,941 for the like period 
ended March, 158. against $50,686,558 in 1881, 
$87,632,332 the same time in 1880, and $64,234,648 
the corresponding period in 1879. The total 
merchandise thrown on the market during the 
three months ending with March amounts to $338,- 
428,245, or nearly $1,000,000 less than the imports 
for the same time. 

The official statement gives the value of the 
‘imports of merchandise, coin, and bullion into 
tho United States during February at $57,579,756 
and of the exports at $69,026,188. In February, 
1882, the total exports were $65,390,055 and the 
imports $59,926,:307. 

The total receipts of cotton in New York from 
Sept. 1 to March 30 were 5,329,782 bales, against 
4,290,640 bales for the same time in the previous 
season. The total visible supply on March 30 
was 3,359,775 baies. On the same date in 1882 it 
was 2,940,185 bales. 

The February exports of iron and stee! from 
Great Britain tothe United States were 49,21 
tons, against 55,308 tons in January and 70,925 
tons in December. 

The Chicago Mining Review says a tetter from 
Lake Valiey.

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The Treasury Department Refuses to 
Issue a Distinctive Series 
of Certificates. — 


It Also Declines te Send an Employe 
Hither to Investigate the 
Situation. e 


Chicago Bankers Deny that the Olearing- 
House Has Threatened to Throw 
Out Certificates. 


Bankers Have Threatened to Dis- 
count Them, However, and No 
Doubt Will Do So. 


The folowing communication received 
yesterday explains itself: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE SKC- 
RETARY, WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29, 1881.— 
Mr. James D. Sturges, Cashier Northwestern Na- 
tional Bank, Chicago, 1U.—Sirn: lhave received 
your letter of the 26tb inst., acknuwiedging the 
receipt of department's letter of the 2d inst., 
relating tO the issue of a distinctive series of 
gold certificates from the office of the United 
States Assistant Treasurer at Obicavo, and ask- 
ing that Mr. Daskam, of this office, be permitted 
to visit Chicago for the purpose of more fully 
informing the department as to the advisalility 
of such distinctive series at your city, and offer- 
tug to pay his expenses if he can be sent fora 
few days. 

in reply you are informed that the depart- 
ment does not deem it expedient to send Mr. 
Daskam to your city for the purpose mentioned. 
Itis thought that any further information on 
the subject you may desire to furnish can be 
putin writing. Any such communication when 
received will bave due consideration at this of-

Mr. James D. Sturges was asked what ac- 
tion the Clearing-House would take vn the 
matter. 

“I do not’ think any meeting will be 
called,” he replied. “1 shall confer with 
other bankers, and adopt some policy or 
make such reply as may be necessary.”’

GEORGE STURGES. 

“ Here,” said President George Sturges,

“ Was not the Acting Secretary’s offer of 
interchangeable certificates sufficient ?”’ 

“ It was not, for the rearon that no certifi- 
cates are issued of.a less denomination than 
$230. Now, our country demands are for less 
denominations than that, as country custom- 
ers cannot use many twenty-dollar bills.” 

“ This clipping states that Chicago bankers 
have threatened to throw gold certificates 
out of the Clearing-House in case their de- 
mands are not acceded to. Is it true ?’’ 

It is not. No such threat was ever made.

* This article further says: ‘Tho issuance 
of a separate gold certificate for the several 
Sub-Treasury cities would discredit the cer- 
tificate of one city in all the other cities. It 
would be urged in Cincinnati, for instance, 
that a Chicago certificate which might be 

resented there could not. be redeemed, 

rence it would be subject to rejection or dis- 
count as compared with a Cincinnati certifi- 
cate. Such a practice would tend to localize 
gold certific ates and to restrict then as cur- 
rency.’ What about that?” 

* It is not so bad to have a Chicago -certifi- 
cate refused at Cincinnatias at Chicago it- 
seif. ido not believe, a Chicago certificate 
would ever be presented at any other Sub- 
Treasury for redemption. The fact of its be- 
ing redeemable only here would prevent its 
presentation elsewhere. Again, the great 
Northwest would not have to send certifi- 
cates east of Chicago for redemption, and 
would save at least 900 miles of transporta- 
tion and expense. If our certificates got to 
Cincinnati it would be less trouble, distance, 
and expqnse to send them here for redem p- 
tion -than to New York, and (the 
principle is the’ same in either case. 

alk of localizing currency by grant- 
ing our demands! Why, how could 
localization possibly be worse than now 
whea it is confined to New York. 1 think it 
would break localization up if all Sub-Treas- 
uries had distinctive certificates, or at least 
distribute the localization fair ly.’ 

“This paper refers to the ‘necessary prep- 
aration of ten separate plates, which costa 
considerable sum; but, more than that, it 
would require a vast additional amount of 
bookkeeping force in the Treasury assigned 
to such duty.’ ”’ 

“That sounds large, but even if it were 
true the country demands it. The Treasury 
élerks only work from ¥ to. 3, and it would do 
no harm to give them something todo. But, 
seriously, the cost to the Government 
perhaps not, equal the present 
abrasion of gold. Look out the win- 
dow — there. That express-wagon has 
just returned from the Clearing-House with 
$50,000in gold. This is the first of the month, 
and that gold has to be carted around and 
shipped about, while it continually abrades. 
The Government cannot afford that half so 
easily as it can,extra clerks”

Mr. Lyman J. Gage, of the First National 
Bank, was informed of the latest from 
Washington. 

* Well,” said he, “‘ admitting that there are 
obstacles in the way—serious ones,if you 
will—what of it? Necedésity should do away 
with thé obstacles. How lIong does it re- 
quire the gold to lose 35\<\per cent in value 
by these enormous shipments about the 
country? I do not believe the Sub-Treas- 
urer will be asked for the gold de- 
posited with him if wée are sure we 
can have it when we want it without send- 
ing to New York. If the Government had 
rather have the gold carted about, all right. 
We won’t take it over this counter for a cent 
more than its bullion value. AS fast as it 
abrades our scales will show it, and the 
stamp on the face will count for nothing.” 

“Is it true that Chicago bankers ever inti- 
mated that gold certificates would be thrown 
out of the Clearing-House ?”’ 

** Never; that rumor had its rise outside of 
this city.

Indianapolis Depot Troubles—Injunc- 
tion Affirmed. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 2.—[Special. ]— 
The Superior Court, in general term, today 
affirmed the injunction restraining the Union 
Railway Company from interfering with the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Indianapolis Rail- 
road trains in the use of the depot and track 
privileges of the former under the lease by 
the latter. This is the case brought to test 
the power of the Union Railway Company 
to regulate the sale of tickets in this city 
over all lines using its tracks and depot by 
lease or otherwise. All the roads but the 
Cincinnati, Mamilton & Indianapolis recent- 
ly closed their outside ticket oflices, and 
the Union Company ‘sought to force 
the closing of this office, by notifying the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Company 
that unless it was doneits trains would be 
refused admittance to the depot. ‘To pre- 
vent this the suit was brought. It will go 
to the Supremé Court on appeal, but pending 
its decision there itis more than likely that 
the recently-closed offices will be reopened. 
President Ingals, of the Big Four, has been 
restrained with difficulty from reopening, as 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Indianapolis is 
making a strong fight for Cincinnati busi- 
ness. The opeving of the Chicago & 
Indianapolis Air-Line for freight business 
causes the transfer of the Blue and Commer- 
cial Fast Freight lines from the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago Load to 
the Air-Line. No arrangement for working 
athrough line from Cincinnati to Chicago 
will be made by the Air-Line people untila 
certain embarrassing contract with the Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago 
Road is disposed of. Before the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago management pur- 
chased the Air-Linea contract was made 
with the Big Four by the terms of which all 
Cincinnati and Indianapolis business 
originating between Michigan City 
and Lafayette should be delivered to 
rt at the latter place.

Boston, Mass., April 2.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Mexican Central Railway Com- 
pany was held today. The annnal state- 
ment shows a net reverne sufficient to pay 
all the eoupon interest of the year, 
including the coupons due in June, 
1883, amounting to $566,565, and leave 
a net surplus for the year of 
$588,961 in United States currency. ‘The fol- 
lowing Directors were chosen: Thomas Nick- 
erson, William Roh, Charles J.

Feb. 22 the line was completed 533 
kilometres north from the City of Mexico, 
and on March 24from El Paso south 500 kil- 
ometres had been finished. On the Southern 
division the Government has accepted for 
the payment of the subsidy 400,kilometres; 
on the Chihuahua division 175 Kilometres. 
Orders haxe been given to the Treasury De- 
partment for subsidy certificates amounting 
to $4,605,500, ‘The Treasury Department has 
delivered to the campany, on account of sub- 
sidy earned, certificates amounting to $1,- 
318,000, on which there has been collected in 
cash $969,142. Upto March 1, 1585, the total 
amount of the subsidy ordered paid 
amounted to $6,744,000. Certificates amount- 
ing to $1,661,250 had been delivered 
up to that dlate, on which 
there had been collected $1,134,856 
incash. The road has seventy-seven loco- 
motives, seventy-nibe passenger, 1,576 
freight, and 350 ‘construction cars. Steel 
rails sufficient for 152 kilometres are on the 
way from England tor Mexico, and material 
for buildine 544 kilometres was sent from 
New Orleans to El Paso. Ample means for 
the completion of the main line not later 
than July 4, 1884, have been provided.

Utilizing Pauper Labor. 

The reguiar weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all of the 
members present. 

Mr. Senne called up bis resolution introdaced 
at the last meeting providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of threg to visit the poor- 
houses of the country, the object being to adopt 
some means to utilize the labor of the inmates 
of the County Infirmary and make the institu- 


.tion self-sustaining if possible. 


Mr. Kiebm was opposed to the resolution, and 
said it was not just the thing toorganize junket- 
ing trips as was proposed. If a committe was to be 
sent out he thought its expenses should be lim- 
ited, and be read from the pay-rolls of the Coun- 
ty Infirmary to show that if ghere were an¥ 
persons at che institution capabie of working 
the Commissioners had been very neglectfui of 
their duties. The facts were, he said, that ail of 
the work done at the County Farm and at the 
two instituttons was being paid for, which was 
entirely wrong if there was apy pauper labor, 
2s had been suggested, which couid possibly be 
emmpioyed. He showed that the pay-roll for the 
Insane Asylum, for instance, had increased from 
$726 per month a few years ago to $2,476, and 
that the emptoyés had also increased in number 
beyond ail reason. There was no good ex- 
cuse for the existing condition of af- 
fairs, especially if any of the inmates of 
the institutions were abie to work, and 
he thougbt the board should be careful in what- 
ever action it might take, and should so utilize 
the labor of the inmates as to cut down the 
Day-rolls before authorizing a junketing trip. 

Mr. O'Neill was in favor of the resolution, and 
thought Mr. Kichut had overdrawn the situa- 
tion. He did not think the pay-roll was over 
large, and deprecated the idea of undertaking 
to utilize the paupers by making county em- 
ployés of them, the fact being that they were 
infirm and could néteperform the service that 
would be required of them. He thought, how- 
ever, that they couid be employed in some light 
work, such as kuitfing or making paper boxes, 
not only for the benefit of the county, but fer 
their own benetit. 

Mr. Wasserman was in favor of the resoiu- 


tion, and moved that the committee be selected 


from the Comuni‘ttee on Charity, of which he is 

a member.
